*ou told me more than six weeks ego that ell my re<qusstf bad been 
responded to, telling ac that e check hac! them recently bon road*. Without care- 
; j ful examination of my files, 1 recall request 0 going tack to January 3 that era 
without response. When I told you, personally. th&t there wo re unenswersd 
questions you daid you would check into it. ti y now it should be clear even to you 
that yo\x have totally abandoned even the pretense of scholar ship in your admini- 
stration of the National .Archives, haw* intruded govsmaent policy, if get your 
own personal attitudes. The requirements of honest, impartial, scholarly admini- 
stration of ycur agency am inconsistent *ith your practises, tiioh are to inter- 
fere with research not congenial to official preconceptions. 

It h*a become almost a futility to request what ie properly mine ond 
thet of every othar American. Hewsvsr, the government psrmito no alternative 
seve to bow to its obvious will that its falsehoods not ba questioned, ^his I 
cannot and will not do. I therefore ask for all documents relating to CJ47:8-Q, 
including ell others relating to or dealing with Bill Corley, ^uke heater ttn <j 
eny investigation of the matter* of reference, Including license number 3110K7*
